J. Dennis Moore declares as follows: 

1) THAT he is the attorney in the Texas Instruments Patent Department 
in charge of the subject application; 

2) THAT he directed his then assistant, Karen Vertz, to prepare the 
declaration as filed with the subject application, using the data set forth in the 
invention disclosure originally submitted by the inventors; 

3) THAT Celite Milbrandt is listed as a joint inventor; 

4) THAT on January 10, 2001, Karen Vertz mailed to Celite Milbrandt 
a Declaration and Assignment with accompan3dng application to 1236 N. Monta 
Vista, #13, San Luis Obispo, CA 93405, the last known address of Celite 
Milbrandt, as evidenced by the attached cover letter (Exhibit A) and that the 
envelope, with 
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its contents, was returned as having been sent to the wrong address, as evidenced 
by the attached copy of the returned Express Mail receipt (Exhibit B) and copy of 
tracking reports (Exhibit C) from the United States Postal Service Internet web 
site. 

5) THAT in April, 2001, with dihgent effort the whereabouts of Celite 
Milbrandt was learned by Ann Trent, his then assistant. 

6) THAT on April 25, 2001, Ann Trent mailed to Celite Milbrandt a 
Declaration and Assignment with accompanying application to Celite Milbrandt, 
as evidenced by the attached cover letter (Exhibit D), and that these forms were 
never returned. 

7) THAT on May 17, 2001, Ann Trent mailed to Celite Milbrandt a 
reminder to sign and return the Declaration and Assignment, as evidenced by the 
attached cover letter (Exhibit E), but that these forms were never returned. 

8) THAT in late May, 2001, he phoned Celite Milbrandt several times 
at his place of employment and spoke to Celite Milbrandt, and that Celite 
Milbrandt indicated an unwillingness to sign the Declaration and Assignment due 
to a ill feelings concerning his termination from Texas Instruments Incorporated, 
but that after talking the matter over with him, Celite Milbrandt indicated a 
willingness to sign the papers and said he would sign them and mail them to this 
office. 

9) THAT in early June, 2001, he phoned Celite Milbrandt again at his 
place of employment and spoke to Celite Milbrandt, and that Celite Milbrandt 
apologized for not sending the executed forms, and asked him to re-send the forms 
and a return envelope, which was done on June 7, 2001, there being no cover letter 
included with this new set of forms and return envelope. 

10) THAT in late June, 2001, having not received the forms from Celite 
Milbrandt, he once again phoned Celite Milbrandt at his place of employment 
and spoke with Celite Milbrandt, and that Celite Milbrandt said that he hadn't 
returned the forms because they were sent to his home address rather than his 
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work address but that he promised that he would sign the forms that evening and 
mail them to us the next day, but that these forms were never returned. 

10) THAT Celite Milbrandt's employment with Texas Instruments 
Incorporated was terminated and it is believed that, as evidenced by the repeated 
promises to execute and return the Declaration and Assignment, but his continuing 
refusal by his actions to do so, that Celite Milbrandt is no longer willing to be 
cooperative to sign any needed forms for TL
